WasHinecton, August 1.—The veto of the 
river and harbor bill caused considerable sen- 
sation, though it was not unexpected, in both 
houses. The friends ef the bill are confident 
of passing it over the veto. Senator Brewn is 
in doubt as to the veto in the senate, but 
takcs no stock in the style of the veto. Mr. 
Stephens was not present when the veto was 
read, but on hearing of it expressed surprise, 
not so much at the yeto itself as at the extra- 


ordinary proposition of the president that he | 


shell have control of such appropriations. 
Mr. Blount thinks the house will pass 
the bill over the veto, though some of 
its universal features do not meet his appro- 
val, Mr. Hammond says the president's sug- 
gestion that the fund be placed in his hands 
isxentirely gratuitous and will be disregarded 
by the house. He thinks that the absence of 
so many members may cause the bill to fail 
of the requisite two-thirds rule. Mr. Bueha- 
nan is of opinion that the house will passthe 
bill over the veto, as there were only forty- 
seven votes against it.

Mr. Turner, though 
he voted against the bill because loaded wiih 
so many questionable prouvisions, says the 
chances favor its passage. He agrees with 
the adverse criticisms of the nature of the 
veto, but will vote to sustain it, as he is op- 
wsed to the bill in its present shape. Messrs. 
fanimond and Buchanan were also of the 
forty-seven who voted against the bill. Mr. 
Hoar said to-night that he was confident the 
house would pass the bill, and such he found 
to be the general feeling among his repub- 
lican fricnds. Senator Ransom says he 
has no fear of the result in the semate. The 
gencral opinion of the Georgia delegation is 
that shouid the present bill fail to receive two- 
thirds, no substitute for it can go through at 
this session. There is no danger that the 
president's proposed plan will be adopted. 
THE REVENUE BILL. 

The friends of the internal revenue bill in 
the senate will makean effort to revive it, 
but the prospects are against them. Should 
they succeed, a lengthy debate is inevitable, 
and the session may be projonged ten days. 
It will be very difficult, however, to prevent 
on any plea adjournment atthe end of the 
present week. but little delay is apprehended 
from the veto. 

THE GEORGIA JUDGESHIP. 

No new developmenty in the At- 
kins case.

DISCUSSED IN COMMITTEE. 

A meeting of the house committee on com- 
merce was held to-night, at which the mes- 
sage of the president vetoing the river and 
harbor appropriation bill was the pic of 
discussion. The members are very reticent 
as to the result of the meeting, but enough 
has been gatbered to warrant 
the statement that the sentiment of 
the members present was decidedly 
in favor of recommending the prenaer 
of the vetoed bill, notwithstanding the dis- 
approval of the executive. A member of con 
gress Whois thoroughly familiar with the 
proceedings of the meeting, goes so far as to 
say that there will be no attempt 
made to draft another bill, ana 
that unless the original bill be passed by the 
two-thirds vote in both houses, no appropria- 
tion will be made for rivers and harbors dur- 
ing the present session.

THE CAROLINA CONVENTION. 


Mugkh *. Thompson Nominated for Governor by Ac- 
clamatieon. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

CoLtumBIA, August 1.—The state democratic 
convention met here to-day at 12 o clock in 
the state capitol. Three hundred and sixteen 
delegates were present. Only one colored 
man was present as a delegate. An organiza- 
tion was effected, the following being chosen 
as permanent Officers: President, Hon, Wil- 
liam Munroe, of Union county; secre- 
taries, George W. Nicholls, of Spartanburg, 
and J. Aucrauu Simmons, of  Charies- 
ton; treasurer, 9° J. Marshall, of 
Columbia. A committee on platform and 
resolutions was formed of one member from 
each county. Atter the usual routine pre- 
liminary business was discharged, the selec- 
tion of nominees was made. John D. Ken- 
nedy, the present Meutenant governor, and 
Jvobn Bratton, the present comptroller gen- 
eral. were nominated for governor. These 
men were regarded as the regular candidates, 
and it was expected that one of them would 
be nominated on the first ballot. It soon 
became apparent that neither one was the 
choice-of the convention and it was rumored 
thata new man, a dark horse was to be 
named. The dark horse proved to be Hugh 
8. Thompson, the state superintendent of ed- 
ucation, who was nominated unanimously on 
the third ballot amid great 
Colonel John ©. Sheppard, of Edgetield, was 
nominated on the first ballot for lieutenant 
governor. James N. Lipscomb, of New berry, 
was nominated over three opponents for secre- 
tary of state.

HB REFUSES TO SIGN THE RIVER 
AND HARBOR BILL. 


The House on the Naval Appropriation Bill, and the 
Senate on the Sundry Civil Service Bill—The 
Report of the s’oreign Affairs Committee. 
Moiion te Adjourn onthe 4th inst, 


Wasartxcton, August 1.—After disposing o1 
niiscellaneous business the senate took up the 
sundry civil bill, and rapid progress was made 
upon the committee amendments. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Harris, an additional $41,000, mak- 
ing $14,000, was voted for the quarantine ser- 
vice at Ship Island. The committee 
amendment, reducing the sum which 
the president is allowed to spend 
in prevermting or suppressing ep- 
idemiecs from $100,000 to $50,000 was disa- 
greed to, and the original amount restored. 


Mr. Harrison, on whose “motion this was e/- 
fected, said the contingency provided for was 
a remote one, and it was not likely that the 
money would be used. On motion of: Mr. 
Brown an item of $25,000 was inserted for a 
roadway from Marietta, Ga., tothe federal 
cemetery, near that city. Mr. Maxey moved 
to restore the item of $5,000 tor the 
approaches to Fort Bliss, Texas. 
Agteed to. The bill was temporarily laid 
aside and the two house amendments to the 
amendments of the senate to the naval! ap- 
propriation bill, concerning the completion 
of the unfinished iron clads were concurred 
in. The other senate amendments were 
sisted upon and Messrs. Hale, Logan and 
Davis of West Virginia, were appointed con- 
ferees on the bill. Consideration of the sun- 
dry civil bill was then resumed. 

The senate, after the disposition of 76 pages 
of the bill, made an agreement to finish to- 
morrow under the five minutes rule for de- 
bate. Adjonrned. 

| THE NAVAL BILL IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house, Mr. Robesou, from the com- 
mittee on appropriations, reported back the 
naval appropriation bill, recommending non 
concurrence in all the senate amendments 
except to the amendments numbered 63 and 
Gi. Amendment number 64 is that relative 
to the monitors, delaying their completion 
until a report has been made to cougress by 
the advisory board. The committee recom- 
mends concurrence in this amendment, with 
an amendment providing that the report 
shall transmitted to congress’ by 
the secretary of the navy. Amendment 63 
was a verbal amendment in the clagse pro- 
viding for the launching of the monitors, and 
concurrence is recommended with an amend- 
ment adding the words: ‘With such neces- 
sary attachments and appliances as will ren- 
der the redocking of the ships unnecessary.” 
Mr. Robeson expiained the report. The sen- 
ate had, in its wisdom, seen tit to strike from 
the bill many of the measures of reform 
which had been inaugurated by the house. It 
had also thought it proper to delay 
until next December the completion of the 
monitors, and asthat only necessitated.a delay 
of four.or five months, he had no special ob- 
jection to that aetion.

PREVIOUS APPROPRIATIONS REVIEWED 

Appropriations for river and harbor im- 
provements have, under the influences to 
which | have alluded, increased year by year 
out of proportion to the progress of the coun- 
try great as that has been. In 1870, the ag- 
gregate appropriation was $3,975 900; in 1575, 
$6,648,517-50; in 1580, $8,976,500, and in 1881, 
$21,451,300, while by the present act there is 
appropriated $18,745,875. While feeling every 
disposition to leave to the legisla- 
ture the responsibility of determining 
what amount should be appropriates 
for the purposes of the bill, so long as the 
appropriations are confined to the object in- 
dicated by the grant of powers. I cannot es- 
cape the conclusion that as a part of the law- 
making power of the government, the duts 
devolves upon me to withthold my signature 
from the bill containing appropriations, wh ch 
in my Opinion, greatly exceed in amount tue 
needs of the country forthe present fiscal 
year. It being the usage to provide money for 
those purposes by annual appropriation bills, 
the president is tn eflect directed to expend 
sOlarge an amotintof monev within so briei | 
a period that th®expenditure cannot be made 
economically and advantageously. The ex- 
travagant expenditure of the public money is 
an evil notto be measured by the vaiue of 
that money to the people who are taxed ior 
it. They sustain a greater injury in the de- 
moralizing eflect produced upon those who 
ure entrusted with official duty through ail 
the raniifications of the government. 

, A SUGGESTION TO LOP OFF 

These objections could be met and every 
constitutional purpose readily obtained, 
should congress enact that one-half only of 
the aggregate amount provided for in the bill 
be appropriated for expenditure during the 
fiseal year, and that the sum so &ppropriated 
be expended only for such objects named in 
the bill as the secretary of war, under direc- 
tion of the president, shall determine, pro- 
vided thatin no case shall the expenditure 
forany one purpose exceed the sum now 
designated by the bill for that» purpose. 
I feel authorized to make this suygestion be- 
cause of the duty imposed upon the presi- 
dent by the constitution to recommend to 
the consideration of congress such measures 
as shall be judged necessary and expedient, 
and because itis my earnest desire that the 
public works which are in progress shall suf- 
fer no injury. Congress will also be convened 
again in about four months, when this whole 
subject can be open for consideration.

A CRISIS PENDING. 


RUMORS OF A RESIGNATION OF 
THE ENGLISH MINISTRY, 


Alexander of Russia Displvased With Gladstone's 
Remarks About Egypt-—lItaly’s Course In- 
Gorsead by Germany and Austria. 

Del esseps in Egypt—Otber News. 


Loypoy, August 1.—The Daily News, in a 
leading article this morning, says’ it is be- 
lieved, on one hand, that parliament will be 
proregued with a view to passing the arrears 
bill in the autumn session, and, on the other 
hand, the resignation of the ministry is 


talked of. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

A leading article in the Daily News says 
there is a possibility of a dissolution of par 
liament either by Mr. Gladstone, or after his 
acceptance of office, by the marquis of Salis- 
bury. The Times, in a leading article, 
savs the time has gone by 
when Turkey could be allowed 
to take the wile matter in her bands. If 
Turkey goes to Egypt, she must not go as the 
ally but as the subordinate of England. The 
London ecorrespondent of the Manchester 
Guardian, says he understands that if the 
Turkish expedition starts without the sultan 
previously complying with the con- 
ditions deseainded by England, _ that 
Admiral Seymour will be ordered 
to conduct it back again. Sir Charles Dilke, 
under foreign secretary, stated that M, Onan, 
Kussian delegate, has been ordered to rejoin 
the conference of the powers. All the great 
powers, he added, have agreed in asking the 
that Arabi Pasha should be pro- 
claimed a rebel, The refusal of Lltaly to 
cecperate with England in putting 
down Arabi Pasha may be taken as 
representing the attitude of Germany and 
Austria. High authorities at Berlin assert 
that Russia isabout to quit her passive atti- 
tude in favor of one directly hostile to British 
pretensions in Kgypt. 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent at St. 
Petersburg states that the Russian press, with 
the exception of a few minor journals, con- 
tinues hostile to England, and is firmly per- 
suaded that England will now have to ac- 
count with Turkey as well as with Arabi 
Pasha. A_ dispatch to the Times from 
Constantinople says that according 
to intelligence received from diplomatic 
sources, the action of Russia is due to the per- 
sunal initiative of the Czar Alexander, who 
is dissatisfied with the independent attitude 
of England, and with Gladstone’s repeated 
declarations that England, under certain cir- 
cumstances, would undertake the task of 
restoring crder in Egypt.

Paris, August 1.—The French residents at 
Port Said have protested against the with-

the United States. A Port Said dispatch says 
the Arabs are working indefatigably on toe 
fortifications all along the coast, especially at 
Damietta and Rosetta. The water along this 
coast is very shallow, and Jarge ships cannot 
approach within 4 miles of Rosetta, or within 
3 miles of Damietta.

LANDS OF REVOLUTION. 


Rise and Fall of the Last Wretched Mevement in 
Uruguay. 

Rio Janeiro, July 5.—Within the last fort- 
night a revolutionary attempt has been made 
in Uruguay and failed, aximo Perez, an 
exiled ‘‘caudille”’ or partisan leader of ihe 
kind that this unfortunate republic bas bred 
so many for its ruin, managed, evidently, aid- 
ed by sume capitalists to the tune of $10,000 
to raise a force of about two hundred men, 
well armed with Remingtons, and crossed the 
Uruguay from the — territory i: ta 
Uruguay,-where he distributed a proclama- 
tion calling upon the native Uruguayans to 
overthrow their scoundrelly rulers and ini- 
tiatea millennium. Fora few days he con- 
tinued to make progress and seized a small 
town. The government, alarmed at this pro- 
gress, and still more by the belief that he was 
only the advance of torre, or some other 
Uruguayan of weight, called out the national 
guard of the interior, sent off 600 troops from 
Montevideo, and applied to the chambers to 
raise two more battalions, while the streets of 
Montevideo were nightly patrolled to guard 
avainst a rising or landing, and some steamers 
matrolled the coast from the Uruguay to 
Flores island. On itsside the Argentine gov- 
ernment kept a strict watch over Latorre and 
other Uruguayan exiles, and sent troops and 
gunboats to Uruguay to prevent reinforce- 
ments coming. The Brazilian forces on the 
frontier were also on the alert to keep sympa- 
thizers way. The Uraguayan troops on tle 
Brazilian frontier were ordered to march 
down on Maximo Ferez, and of the troops 
sent from Montevide half went directly by 
land while the other half were carried into 
Uruguay and landed in bis rear, Perez made 
ac aitempt te reach the Brazilian frontier, 
but founda superior force in the waw.  Fi- 
nally, as the telegraph tells, at the end of 
June his force, finding itself the goalof three 
convening superior bodies of government 
troops, broke up and made for the nearest 
refuge and Perez and a part of his followers 
are reported to have reached Brazil. 

Ex-Minister Villaza and Barreto have been 
acquitted of the charge of being present at 
the torturing of the two Italians, Volpi and 
Patroni, by the police in February last, but 
the general feeling is that their acquittal was 
obtained by influence or corruption.

THE ABORIGINAL REMAINS 
EARLY COUNTY. 


IN 


Six Miles North of Blakely, on the Mercier Plasta- 
tion, on Little Colomokee Creek, Ars Some 
Ancient Mounds.—For Further Particu- 
iars See What is Published Below. 


From the Early County Ga., News. 

Six miles north ot Blakely, on the Mercier 
plantation, on Little Colomokee creek, are 
some ancient mounds, the accumulated labors 
of a race of people long since extinct. Some 
writers have put the number of these mouuds 
at six, but on a recent visit to the locality, 
only four, or rather three and traces of a 
fourth, werefound. Of these, two are small, 
being twenty-five or thirty feet high, conical 
in shape, with a base forty or fifty feet in 
diameter; the nearer one, standing about an 


arrow’s shot from the Jargest of all, which is 
bv far the chief object of interest to visitors. 
The main mound rises abruptly to a 
height of seventy feet, from the bosom 
of a comparatively level country. Its apex

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WHITTAK ER’S LECTURE. 


Me Says a Cadet fram treongia Treateed Him Better 
Than the Yankees. 


Special to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

Wasuixctoy, July 26.—Cadet Whittaker 
lectured last night in Baltimore, his subject 
being “Color Line in the Nation’s School.”’ 
He wanted it understood that he did not lec- 
ture for amusement, for there was no amuse- 
ment in lecturing. Hedidittoobtain means 
to finish his education and to place his case 
properly before the people There was no 
such thing as social equality, but true man- 
kind would assert itself under all circun- 
stances. The colored people have entered the 
army and assisted in fighting the battles of 
the country. The are tax payers as 
well as voters, and under the law they 
have the same right to go to West 
Point, but they have a tough time when 
they get there. He was assaulted be- 
cause he had but one dropof American blood 
in his veins, and was then accused of having 
done the deed himself. Every man at West 
Point'was against him. A partisan and pre- 
judiced court tried him, anda partisan court 
convicted him, during all of which time his 
efriend, R. T. Greener, was the only person 
that stood by him. When he reached West 
Poiat, and went to the barracks to give his 
name, one of the cadets said, “‘Are you the 
nigger that’s coming here?’ and he replied 
that he was colored. A cadet from South 
Carolina joined in and said he would leave 
the academy before he would march by the 
side of avr igger. When he went to the meks- 
hall some onecried out ‘Where is the nigger; 
won't youshow him to me?’ and another 
replied “‘There he is,’’ (pointing to the lec 
turer) When atthetable no one would sit 
by him. He asked fora spoon, and a cadet 


from Georgia handed him one, whereupon a} 


man from New York said to him: , “Did 
you hand that niggera spoon?’ He said 
he only did it through politeness. Sa, 
said the lecturer, the man from the great 
southern states of Georgia was more kind to 
me than the man from the great free state of 
New York. After leaving the megs ball, a 
cadet officer said to him: “If you are found 
deficient, as I hope to God you will be, you 
will then be returned from whence you 
came.’’ The same officer came into his room 
at night, and told hin if his bed was hard he 
could spread his blanket on the floor. The 
next day a men from Pennsylvania informed 
him that they had been ordered by the cadet 
officers to have nothing to say to the negro. 
He was utterly alone. Not one person save 
the cadet Ofilicers spoke to him, and their 
words were harsh and grating. When the 
examination took place they found he was 
among the elect, and the cadet officer in 
whose ranks be was marched was jeered at 
for having a ‘‘white elephant.”’ The officer 
told him he would have to march in the rear, 
so that he would not be able to touch more 
than one man. When riding out to drill none 
would ride by his side, and none would join 
hands with him, notwitdstanding the joining 
of hands was called for by the drill. He 
simply stood among them, but was not of 
them. Some would not pass bim anything 
at the table, and whenin church at worship 
they would get up and leave the seat on 
which he was sitting. If he wentintoa tent 
where a cadet was sleeping, the latter would 
get yp and go out rather than sleep where he 
was. The professors bad said that no negro, 
after Flipper, should ever graduate at that 
academy, and not one of thei had ever given 
him a kind word. 

He spoke atlength of the assault made 
upon him by thre? masked men, who tied 
him toa bedstead, split his ears. and otlier- 
wise maltreated him, They then accused him 
of committing the assault upon himself, and 
so testified at the court martial.

THE TUBERCLE BACILLUS. 


ASP rofessiona] llint in Regard to the Disinfecilons te 
to Be Used for Consumption. 
Frum the Medical Record. + 
Lanlanie makes some observations (Comptes 
Ren@us) regarding the origin of tuberculovsis 
inadog. He found in the lungs of this ani- 
mal appearances resembling true miliary tu- 
berculosis. The tubercles were due, however, 
to the presence of the eggs of a parasitic worm 
(strongytas vasorum). ‘This parasite, in its 
adult state, we are told, gets ifito the mght 
ventricle and pulmonary artery, where it fas- 
tens itself to the walls. It here lays its eggs, 
which are carried by the blooa stream to the 
lungs, where they lodge and develop by irri- 
tation and apparent tuberculosis. The m.- 
croscopical appearances of these tubercles 
closely resembles those from other causes, 
and confirm the view that the 
miliary tubercle has no anatomical 
specificity. Dr. P. Ehriich announcesa new 
method of showing the bacilius of tuberculo- 
sis. Itisagreatimprovement upon Koch’s, 
because, as he tells us, one can see larger 
bacilli and more of them! The author rather 
thinks also that these bacilli have a capsule. 
Dr. Erlich is accustomed’ to use phthisical 
sputa in order to demonstrate the organisms. 
Portions of this ure teased oat, pressed be- 
tween glasses and dried. His staining fluids 
consist of a watery solution. of pure aniline, 
to which is added a little saturated alcoholic 
solution of methyl violet until opalescence 
appears. The sections are allowed to stay in 
the staining fluid from fifteen to thirty 
minutes, They are then removed and 
blanched by a few seconds’ immersion in ni 
tric acid and water (one to two.) The acid 
tukes the color away from all but the bacilli. 
Dr. Ehrlich thinks that mineral acids harden 
the capsule of the bacillus and make it 
-opaque. On the other hand, the alkalies 
soften it and allow staining fluids to enter. 
The inference is drawn thatthe disinfectant 
of the future for phthisis will probably have 
to be of an alkaline reaction. We submit 
Dr. Ehrlich’s account of his discoveries with- 
out comment, since itis too early to make 
positive stutements regarding it. Doubiless 
our readers will follow his descriptions and 
reasonings with the intellectual interest, at 
least, that attaches toall things transcenden- 
tal.

They would bea valuable 
article for human food if it were not for the 
tannic acid (about three per cent) which they 
contain. Vuast quantities which go to waste 
every year where hogs are not fed in the 
wouds might be gathered by boysand con- 
verted into alcohol for use in the arts, thus 
freeing an equivalent amount of grain for 
use as food. Or some young student of prac- 
tical chemistry might make a good thing for 
himself and for the world by devising an 
economical process of separating the starch, 
gluten, and tannic acid, the last for technical 
uses and the others for food.

or their control of the negro vote, then appli- 
cations for offices for themselves and their 
friends would meet with no sort of considera- 
tion at Washington. Hence there was a great 
stir and flutter among them when the more 
intelligent negroes laid hold of their own po- 
litical affairs with a firm hand and proceeded 
to officer and manage the-republican party of 
Georgia. The white republican office-holders 
even went so far as to get up a sort of protest- 
ing mass meeting at the city hall, a fell ac- 
count of which was given in THE CoNsTITUTION 
at the time. Some of them were mad enough 
to speak their mind. They said that the ne- 
gro had drawn the color line in the republi- 
can party and upon his head be the conse- 
quences; and Mr. Norcross, the’ veteran re- 
publican leader, said, in the midst of the most

The long session of the present congress is 
drawirg toa close, and out of all its months 
cf allege 1 labor, it will trouble even the sup- 
porters of the republican majority to find 
much that is meritorious.

WATERMELONS IN NEW YORK. 
From the New York Herald. 

New York, with the assistance of a few outlying 
places really part of the city, can consume, when in 
full melon eating trim and in the heightof the sea- 
son, about 20),000 melons per week—at least, so says 
a dealer of West Washington market, who has good 
reason to know, as they are all sold by count, and 
his firm handle a great majority of those reaching 
this market. Taking into account the shipping 
trade from this city, including the melons sent up 
into the state, to the watering places and away into 
the eastern states, and the grand aggregate has 
reached close up to half a million of the fruit in a 


week. In weight the melon runs up to forty and 
fifty. pounds. Those reputed the _ best 
melons—and the _ earliest shipments—come 
from Georgia by way ot Savan- 


nah. The fruitis a favorite wherever’ known, and 
itislovedasmuch by the poor laborers of the 
north as the poor white and the negro of ‘the south. 
Indeed, at the south, the ‘‘watermillioh” is a fa- 
vo-ite with all classes. Itisan irresistible attrac- 
tion to the negro, who will run almost any risk to 
obtain it. The present and growing demand at 
the north fer watermelons has qu‘ckened the en- 


terprise of sou‘hern farmers in the production of 
this fruit, anda sure and adequate supply is guar- 
anteed at rates whic +, compared with other fruit, 
make them, es one.dealer said, ‘as cheap as the 
| waterthey are named after.’’ 

The very first melons to strike the: market come 
from Viorkde and they readily bring $1 each, Next 
the products begin to come 
this time the pickingsin Florida have largely in- 
crease?, Next melons are shipped from Charles- 
ton, 8. C., and as the season advances they begin to 
be brought from Moorhead City, N. C., by way of 
Point Lookout from Powell’s Point, N. C., through 
the canal and sound, and making the sea at Cape 
Hatteras. The fruit from Norfolk is brought by 
the Old Dominion steamships, and just now they 
are loacing ip very heavy deck and between-deck 
louds of the fruit. Up and down the coast 
the watermelons may be seen in transit 
riled? high on the decks of the trim little 
oyster boats. These boats in the winter sea- 
son are engaged in carrying the luscious bi- 
Valves; theu, after a few trips carryinpg up 
Irish potatoes from southern ports, the water- 
melon season opens and keeps them busy until the 
sweet potatves demanda few trips. Upto thirty 
schooner loads inasriogie day have arrived at this 
port, but somehow all the fruit finds a market, 
‘though occasionally a»-ealer insisting on a certein 
fe Sa finds himself with a let of sott fruit on his 
Buds, and is eompelled to ‘hrow the stuil over 
board. the fruit coming by the sailing vessels is 
the more carefully handled, and there is less toss, 
though now and then a sudden extra lurch may 
send a score or two from the deck load bobbing 
overboard. At the steamer decks there may often 
be seen & heap of several hundred broken melons,

CONSERVATIVE CRITICISM OF MR. 
GLADSTONE. 


‘ EBurcpean ‘Opinion of the Part Engiand is Playing 
@a in Egyp'—Ships Agaizst Portifications—Bright’s 
Resigaation—His Course During the 
Cr mean War—The Peace People. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Lonpon, July 15.—Englandis in a state of 
excitement over the Egyptian question. The 
walls which afford space for placards and 
newspaper shop windows are covered with 
hourly bulletins of war. news. Crowds of 
people throng these places as well as all 
public reading rooms, telegraph offices and 
wherever else a bulJetin is posted for hourly 
informajgion. It is not that there is 
any second opinion as to the ul- 
timate result, but there is much 
curiosity Tespecting the character and work- 
ings of the new and ponderous machinery of 
war in operation for the first time. So far 
there is general satisfaction with some of the 
results. The'explosion of those enorm@us 
missiles weighing hundreds of pounds,scatter- 
ing destrauctiou and death seems to’ have 
given a grim satisfaction to statesmen, scient- 
ists and artisans. What the moral and politi 
cal effects may be not only on this country 
buton the civilized world remains to be seen. 
Tivis much is certain, however, notwithstand- 
ing the resignation of Mr. Bright, the liberal! 
governinent is at present sustained by al! 
purities except the [rish nationalists, who of 
course are in no condition to be pleased with 
the action of the English government, and 
yet, underlying all discontent, there is in Ire- 
land a spirit of loyalty to Great Britain which 
would surely manifest itself in practical and 
efficient aid in time of need, 

Since my arrival in this country I have 
spentsome in several of the provinces and 
conversed with men of all shades of opinioa. 
The following summary is the result. 

Just at this time the tories are very much 
chagrined at Mr. Gladstone's persistent ad- 
herence to his party. It seems so unnatural, 
eo out Of harmony with all history and tradi- 
tion. Thata liberal government should go 
to war, as thratis the peculiar function of 
the conservative. The war is all right 
in itself but the tories were the proper men 
to carry it pn. It was bad enough that 
they should have been deprived of the privi- 
lege of shooting down the unfortunate Irish 
and that Gladstone and company should re- 
sort tothe enactment of laws which might 
not only conctliate them but ameliorate their 
condition. 

But now that this same Gladstone should 
remain in office when war with anybody is 
being proclaimed and not permit the thing to 
be dune by the tories is intolerable. Conse- 
quently there was acry raised for the resig- 
nation of the primier by the tory press, but 
which, alas, found noecho among the people 
generally. The fact is that this great states- 
man bas still the unshaken confidence of the 
liberal constituencies of this country. I have 
conversed with men of considerable social 
and political influence, who have supported 
and co-operated with him in several of his 
great campaigns, and I find their admiration 
of him as high and theircontidence in him 
asstrong asever. The fact that Sir Wil- 
fred Lawson, the great advocate of the 
permissive bill and acknowledged wit of 
‘the house of commens—perpetrated some 
hideous jokes on the subject, rather than of- 
fered any serious Opposition to the govern- 
‘ment, shows, however, that the most extreme 
section of the liberals indorse this war policy. 

PUBLIC OVINION, 

itis just now interesting to glance at public 
opinion on the continent of Europe on this 
France was at first considerably 
This has, however, subsided, anda 
yhilosophical acquiescence in the position 
Rae followed. Of course, M. Henri Roche- 
fort is loud in his denunciation of England. 
The France Liberte and one or two other i1m- 
portant journals grumble also but the in- 
fluential press of France, such as_ the 
Paix, President Grevy’s paper, the De- 
bates, and others take the view that the 
re-jnstatement of Said Pasha to the councils 
of the porte will follow the bombardment 
which will lead toa more direct understand- 
ing between the cabinets of London and 
Constantinople, on the whole eastern ques- 
tion. The German press credits Lord Dufferin 
with the highest diploma.zic skill, and, while 
not at all inclined to take too charitable a 
view of English policy, accepts the posirion 
racher gracefully than etherwise. The news 
of the bombardment in Rusgia created not 
much surprise. This action pf England is 
regarded. as “another nail driven into the 
sick man’s coftin;”’ that is all. 

And yet there are two or three rather dis- 
couraging features’ in the entire business. 
We are not at all sure of the absolute suprem- 
acv of ships of war over fortifications. In 
the Crimean war the latter were superior. It 
is true the old wvoden ships were mounted 
wish very different guns from those now in 
use at Alexandria, and it is also true that the 
French admiral placed them at considerable 
disadvantage by anchoring them, while one 
chief element in their effectiveness is the 
power of rapid motion. The old ships, how- 
ever, stood an extraordinary amount of bat- 
tering. Now the English fleet is comprised 
of very different materials. Iron-clad, steel- 
clad, with enormous turret guns, which cost 
so much to cast and so much more to fire oll. 
It somewhat dims the lustre of the achieve- 
ment to remember that the earthworks at 
Alexandria were neither skillfully constructed 
nor ctliciently mounted, ‘Lhese tortifications, 
therefore, were not very formidable. Their 
guns bore no comparison with those that 
poured their missiles uponthem. The ques- 
tion has still to be settled. What would be 
the result of an engagement between such 
ships as these and such fortifications 
as are at Portsmout»? It is a damping 
thought that a few well directed projectiles 
such as are now in use striking an armor 
plated ship below the water line wouid sink 
her in an instant. On the other hand such 
fearful messengers of death fa!ling into a for- 
tification, would produce adreadful slaughter. 
‘The escape of the ships in this engagement 
from damage is reaunad as a piece of good 
fortune rather than the result of either 
science or skill. 

BRIGHT’S RESIGNATION, 

The resignation of Mr. John Bright is the 
sensation of the house. It is, however, no 
surprise to many. Bright’s welJ-known peace- 
principles and convictions rendered it impos- 
sible for him to remain in office any longer. 
While, however, Mr. Bright had withdrawn 
from the office, he has not withdrawn his 
sympathies from Mr. Gladstone and his other 
colleagues. It is thought, however, the resig- 
nation 1s but temporary. On the whole this 
actof Mr. Bright will not be without its in- 
fluence on the world. It proclaims that there 
is still in England a conscience on the subject 
of war—that conscience has hgen roused in 
the breasts of many by the very latest intelli- 
gence from Egypt. 

It is believed that two thousand Arabs were 
killed during the bombarduvent—suéh is the 
bold, grim telegram -to hand. It was too 
much ior the great Quaker to accept, espe- 
cially as it may be, but the installment of 
more appalling news as the issues of this war. 

It is not irrelevant here, but will be inter- 
esting to your readers to go back to history 
and glance at some of John Bright's efforts in 
the cause of peace. In 1851, Mr. Cobden, 
writing to Mr. Joseph Sturge, another 
leading Quaker and _ supporter of 
Mr. Bright and himself, said: ‘‘] have been 
delighted with the success of your meetings. 
Your peace people seem to be the only men 
who have courage just now to call a public 
meeting. lalways said there is more real 
pluck in the ranks of the Quakers than in al] 
our regiments of red coats. What progress 
has been made in public opinion during the 
last twelve months much of it is due to the 
efforts of your Peace society.” This iety 
was founded before Mr. Bright's tinke, but

took a conspicuous part. Here he was asso- 
ciated with ohn Angell James, 
Athanase Coquerel and John Burnett, Messrs. 
Cobden; Vesschers, Barthelimy St. Hilaire, 
Ewart, Emile de Gerardin, Bouset and 
Joseph Sturge, and many others of equal 
brilliancy and worth. To this august assem- 
bly Carlyle addressed the following words: 

“One rejoices much to see that immeasura- 
ble tendences of this time are already point- 
ing towards the result you aim at; that, to all 
appearance, as men no longer wear swords in 
the street, so neither, by-and-by, will nations; 
that among nations, too, the sanguinary 
ultima ratio will, as it has done among 
individuals, become rarer and rarer; and the 
tragedy of fighting, ifitcan never altogether 
disappear, will reduce itself more and more 
strictly to. a minimum in ouraffairs. Towards 
this result all men are at all times bound to 
co-operate.”’ 

BRIGHT’S SPEECH, 

At this or at a subsequent meeting Mr. 
Bright spoke as follows: ‘ 

‘“Whatis waf? I believe that half the 
people that talk about war have 
not the slightest idea of what is. 
In a short sentence it may be sum- 
med up to be the combination of all 
the horrors, atrocities, crimes and sufferings 
of which human nature on this globe is capa- 
ble. You profess to be a Christian nation. 
You make it your boast even—though boast- 
ing is somewhatout of p ace im these ques- 
tions—you make it your boast that yon area 
Protestant people, and that you draw your 
rule of doctrine and practice, as froma we'll 
pure and undefiled, from the living oracles of 
God and from the direct revelation the 
omnipotent. You have even conceived the 
megnificent projectof illuminating the whole 
earth, even to its remotest and darkest re- 
cesses by the dissemination of the volume of 
the New Testament, in whose every page ure 
written forever the words of peace. 

“Within the Himits of this island alone on 
every Sabbath 20.000, aye far more than 20,- 
000 temples, are thrown open, in which de- 
cent men and women assemble that they may 
vorship him whois the ‘Prince of Peace.” 
Is this a reality, or is vour Christianity a ro- 
mance? Is your confession a dream? No. | 
am not sure tuat your Christianity Is not a 
romance, and I am equally sure that your 
profession is nota dream. It is because I be- 
lieve this that I appeal to you with confi- 
dence and that I have hope and faith in the 
future. I believe that we shall see, and that 
at no distant time, sound economic principles 
spreading much more widely among the peo- 
ple; a sense of justice growing up in a soil 
which has hitherto been deemed uanfruitful, 
and which will be better than all the churches 
of the united kingdom The churches of 
Great Britain awakening, as it were 
from their slumber, and girding 
up their loins to more glorious 
work when they shall not only accept and be- 
lieve in the prophecy, but labor earnestly for 
its fulfillment, that there shall come a time, 
a blessed time, which sbalt last forever—when 
nation shall not rise against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more.’’ These prin- 
ciples have cost Mr. Bright much. | In 1848 
they cost him his seat for Manchester and his 
piace in parliament. During the Crimean 
war he left the country altogether and spent 
most of his time on the continent of Europe. 
These facts will throw light upon Mr. Bright’s 
present action, 

While, as I have said, the country supports 
this war poliey of the government, there isa 
general conviction that some one has biun- 
dered. The absence of a sufficient force to 
follow up the action of the fleet, and the way 
in which Arabi Pasha and his marauding fol- 
lowers have been allowed, not only to escape, 
but to plander ard massacre, is regarded as a 
serious mistake and indeed a misfortune, 
Possibly there is an explanation forthcorn- 
ing that will justify the government, but as 
the matter now stands it has an unfavorable

There 
isa bill in equity, brought by the king in his 
sovereign capacity against Leon Barnard, a 
Belgian subject, Henry* Lee, Charles Fair- 
child, Charles A. Whittier, et. al., at Boston, 
the three latter being well-known bankers 
and proprieter, of the Union safe deposit 
concern. The defendant, Leon Barnard, was 
a subject, officer and servant of the: plaintiff, 
and the custodian of money and securities 
belonging to the plaintiff, derived from reve- 
nues of the church and other sources, and was 
obliged to account and deliver such money 
and securities received by himin Murel, 1881. 
Barnard, as custodian, had in his possession 
money and property amounting to $1,700,000, 
and is alleged to have converted some to his 
own use and fled from the kingduim, being 
since a fugitive from justice About a year 
ago he made his appearance in Canada, and 
it is claimed that irom there he came to Bos- 
ton and leaseda vault of the remaining de- 
fendants, ii Which it is alleged that he depos- 
ited a large amount of the stolen property. 
The bill requires the defendants to make a 
disclosure of the fact if a vault was leased by 
defendants to Barnard, and upon what terms 
and conditions. An injunction has been ob- 
tained against the defendants, restraining 
theni from allowing Barnard or any one in 
his behalf, admittance to said vault, or from 
removing or interfering in any way With its 
contents, Barnard is the man recently ar- 
rested in Havana at the instance of the Bel- 
gian government on the above charge.

Major O’Brien, superintendent of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday morning in his 
beautiful specia: car, to supervise the location 
of their tracks in the depot and inspect busi- 
ness matters at this point. He spent only a 
few hours in the city, returning to Knoxville 
at noon. 3 

A Times-reporter had a few moments’ con- 
versation with him on matters of interest to 
our city and gleaned some important facts. 

He states the line from Macon Atlanta 
will be finished in forty days, and the line 
from Red Clay to Ooltewah in two or three 
weeks. ‘When these branches are completed 
a regular train will be run from Chattanooga 
via Ooltewah, Rome and Atlanta to Macon, 
and probably to Brunswick, with a through 
car to Jacksonville. This will bea very im- 
portant line for our city, as it opens an entire 
new outlet to the sea, and it will stand in 
close competition with otber lines leading 
from the city and certainly effect more dd- 
vantageous freight rates to all competing 
points. This train will be separate and dis- 
t net from other trains of the system. 

In regard to shops Mr. O'Brien did not 
speak so ireely. He says that the company 
will build a stupendous plant, which will be 
the chief shops of the entire system, while the 
shops now at Memphis, Knoxville and at 
other points on the line will simply serve as 
auxiliaries. These main shops will be prob- 
ably the largest in the south, and their con- 
struction is only the question of afew months 
He stated that work will begin on them cer- 
tainly within a year. As to location he was 
unable to speak, and stated that the matter is 
now under advisement and a conciusion will 
soon be reached. We suggested Chattanooga 
as the most available poimt, and he replied 
that its advantages were apparent and recog- 
nized by them, but itshigh taxes and little 
disposition to encourage enterprises militated 
agaimst her. He acknowledges this locality 
as the central pointof ihe system, and inti- 
mates that with proper efforton the part of 
ourcity wecan secure this prize. Such it 
will unquestionably be, as the loeation of 
these shops in our city would increase our 
population no less than 2,000, and bring 

undreds thousands dollars in our coffers an- 
nually.

“[ have just closed a contract for the con- 
struction of two three-story frame houses, at 
my mills, t0 use as store rooms—haven't half 
the room to keep them here, By the way, 
won't you ride out there with me and see the 
boys at work?’ ‘Thanking him for his invi- 
tation, and accepting ‘t, the reporter was 
sodn landed at his planing mills on Fuller 
street. 

THE WORKS 

The works are located in an inclosure of 
about ten acres, and the number of buildings 
situated thereon is not less than seven.

Here about 
twenty more’ hands were busily engaged in 
placing together the hundreds of pieces 
combined iu windows, doorsand shatters. 

“Then you don’t get these goods ready- 
rnade from the north?’ 

“Oh, no; we put them all together here, 
and timsh them.’ 

“What goods io you order north?’ 

‘All regular sizes,’’ he replied, ‘‘and all ir- 
regular sizes are made right here.’’ 

‘Where do youship tu?” 

‘From North Carolina to Mississippi. I 
have just completed a larze order for Opelika, 
Alubuma. My Atlanta trade is enormous. | 
think | can safely say that I do at least twen- 
ty-hfive per cent of all business of this kind 
done in the city. Am furnishing materia! fo 
at least seventy-five houses 1n city.’’ , 

‘How long have you been here?”’ 

‘I came to Atlanta four years ago, opened a 
little store at my present stand, with hardly 
enough goods to make a showing on one floor, 
employing two hands. who did all my work.

THE STATE CONVENTION WHICH 
MEETS HERE TO-DAY. 


Som Lively Skirmishing Yesterday and a Proposition 
ty Suppress the Reporters—The Matter of tne 
Siate Central Committee and the CUlniag 
Chairman—Tnhe Syndieates Sorrow. 


Delegates to the republican state convention 
continued to arrive yesterday, and this morn- 
ing the city is full of republicans represent- 
ing nearly every county in the state, and just 
as various in their republicanism as the colors 
of their faces. But they are all square out 
republicans and mean business, so thev say. 

Yesterday afternoon a large caucus was held 
in the United States court room. The room 
was packed with delegates. Several resolu- 
tions were introduced. in the caucus, 
but nothing was done, as all the reso- 


lutions were discussed i:mtil adjournment, 
and the caucus adjourned without accom: 
plishing anything definitely. A resolution 
was introduced. favoring the support of an in- 
dependent candidate fur governor. This reso- 
lution called fourth a most exciting debate, 
but an expression of opinion on it was never 
reached. An effort was made by some lead- 
ing men of the syndicate to try and prevent 
hewspaper reporiers from reporting the pro- 
ceedings of the convention to-day. It i 
shrewdly suggested by leading republicans 
that the syndicate desires to pull the 
wool over the eyes of the adminis- 
tration by keeping everything dark 
that is done in this conven- 
tion, and making areport that suits them- 
selyes to the administration. 9A great many 
of the republicans say that they have nothing 
to conceal from anybody who may desire to 
hear it, and all that they ask of newspaper 
reporters 1s that they shall report the truth 
about what is done and said in the conven- 
tion. If it is fairly done, they have no ob- 
jection, and they say that it will be impossi- 
bie for any body of mento give a different 
coloring of whatis done tu the administration 
or any one else. | 
THE QUESTION OF ORGANIZATION, 

The great question of organization arises in 
the selection uf a chairman of the state cen- 
tral committee, Thiscom mittee is the supreme 
committee in the state for the party, and 
has the control of the campaign, and has 
great influence in Washington city, and is 
the recognized head of the party. Chairman 
Pledger has held the office for two years, and 
hisfrends claim that he is entitled to the 
place two years longer by precedent, and he 
will be pressed to he retained as chairman of 
the committee. The syndicate’is making 
heavy war upon him upon the ground 
that they think a white man ought to 
be at the head of this committee. They say 
it will give more respectability to the party 
and have more weightin the state aad more 
weight at Washington. Ofcourse they think 
that one of their friends ought to bechairman, 
and it is understood that they have selected 
Walter Johnson, the collector of this district, 
asthe man for the place, and will use all 
their efforts to have him _ elected to 
succeed Pledger. Pledger's friends say 
that if they find that they 
cannot elect Pledger that they intend then to 
press Colonel Buck as a suitable man to suc- 
ceed Piedger. Thisis as distasteful to the 
svndicate as the retention of Pleager would 
be. Mr. Thomas Johnson, the surveyor ofthe 
port of Savannah, is much spoken of as a 
compromise man. He has many friends in 
both wings of the party, and it is said that he 
will be urged for the p!aceif there isa chance 
not to succeed with Buck or Johnson by men 
from both wings. ‘These men are promi- 
nently spoken of to head tbe state central ex- 
ecutive committee. Whetheror not either 
one will be selected isa matter of considera- 
ble doubt, as it is as difficult to find out what 
these delegates intend todoas to find out 
which vay a flock of birds will fly. When 
the caucus adjourned yesterday afternoon 
the members Were in nocondition that woulu 
make it safe furan ordinary newspaper man 
to approach them.

MAJOR KISER’S FUNERAL. 


The Services atthe First Methodist Chureh Yester- 
day Afternoon. 

The announcement of the sudden death of 
Major Jobn F. Kiser, which appeared yester- 
day, created a feeling of the greatest sorrow 
and regret wherever it was read. ‘The recital 
of his life “and of his death, with all 
the pathetic details; wus enough to 
cause a feeling of sadness to steal 
over the most casual reader, whether 
he 4 to be an acquaintance or not. 
Agreeable to the suggestions of the board of 
trade, many business houses were closed at 
the hour for the funeral which occured at 4 
o'clock, yesterday afternoon. The remains 
had been embaimed by Mr. Patterson, the 
undertaker, and the features presented a most 
lifelike appearance. [hey were placed in a 
handsome metalic casket, and under the 
escort of the attachesef the store of the Kisers 
were carried to the First Methodist church, 
where the funeral sermon was preached by 
Rev. C. A. Evans, assisted by Rev. D. W. 
Gwin. 


AT THE CHURCH, 

Asthe cottin containing the remains of 
aajor Kiser was borne into the church and 
the long line of relatives and friends filed into 
their seats the choir sang with great effect the 
Gregorian chant, ‘‘Lord teach me to number 
my days thatI m: “y apply my heart unto 
wisdom.’’ General Evans gave out the hymn 
“Jesus lover of my soul,’”’ which was sung 
with great effect. A short but fervent prayer 
was offered by General Evans, at the conclu- 
sion of which the choir, by request of the 
family, sang, ‘“‘Oh, Paradise! Oh, Para- 
dise! when shall I find my _ rest.” 
The choir was composed of the following 
ladies and gentlemen: Sopranos—Mrs. Srook, 
Mrs. Dow, Mrs. Cuckler; alto—Mrs. Moore. 
Bass—Messrs. Lively and Hinman. Mr. Brad- 
ley presided at the organ and Mr. Toy bad 
charge of the music. When the choir’ con- 
cluded the singing of the beautiful hymn 
General Evans arose and preached an appro- 
priate sermon on the life of Major Kiser. He 
spoke of bis early life and the strong traits of 
character that developed themselves during 
his boyhood. His early mercantile career 
was reviewed and commented upon. With 
evident. feeling General Evans then took 
up his eareer as a soldier. How he had 
donned the grey and fought earmestly and 
hard for his conception of the right, although 
his wounds received in battle entitled bim to 
a discharge. His remarks on the surrender 
of the small band of Lee's men at Appomat- 
tox court house showed that bis heart warmed 
up over the recoliections of the coo] and de- 
termined bravery that Majgr Kiser had dis. 
played on the field of battle. He then spoke 
of the bardy young men who came to At- 
lanta at the close of the war to build up the 
city--tO begin and carry out the work of re- 
habititation.

His great fortune 
was honestly made, and no testimony would 
be more overwhelmingly ia his favor than 
that of his fellow merchants. His sad death 
when he was at the zenith of his career in 
the flush of vigorous mahood, surrounded by 
wealth and everything conducive to happt- 
ness was referred to ina most pathetic man- 
ner. The. lesson which the preacher drew 
from the sermon was that death is an inipe- 
rious ruler, That to his summons kings and 
princes and peasants alike must answer. He 
spoke of the moral life which Major Kiser had 
led, and regretted that he had not given to 
the cause of Christianity the open support of 
his influence, Atthe conclusion of the ser- 
mon the choir sang “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee’ by request of the family, and when the 
song was ended the remains were borne 
silently and sadly out, and, followed by a 
long line of carriages, were taken to Oakland 
cemetery, where they were interred. The 
casket was covered with floral wreaths. 
crosses, etc., and the grave was hidden be- | 
neath thousands of beautiful flowers After 
the remains had been lowered and the grave 
filled, the benediction was pronounced and 
the large crowd of friends returned to the 


city.
